Groundbreaking Set for 


Romulus Animal Shelter 


The City of Romulus has an- 
nounced that it will break ground on 
a new, state-of-the-art animal shelter 
funded by the Tax Increment Finance 
Authority and community donations 
at 11 a.m. on Thursday, October 22, 
at the site of the new facility (Wayne 
Road, just north of the existing De- 
partment of Public Works). The new 
5,700-square-foot facility will replace 
a smaller, dilapidated building that 
could no longer keep pace with the 
growing needs of local neighborhoods 
and families. 

7 “This new animal shelter will 
_ improve the quality of life for our 
families by offering more space, 
cleaner surroundings, and up-to-date 
amenities,” said Mayor Alan R. Lam- 
bert. “We want to make sure we pro- 
vide quality service to Romulus fami- 
lies, and care for lost pets and strays 
in clean, comfortable, and humane 
surroundings. 

“This shelter has been a tremen- 

dous community project from Day 


One,” Lambert added, “and I applaud ~ 
Councilman William Wadsworth, © 


who led this project and got it off 
the ground. Projects like the new 
animal shelter show that Romulus 
citizens are working hard, and com- 
ing together every day to find ways — 
big and small — to make our com- 
munity better.” 

Wadsworth spearheaded a fund 
drive that collected donations and 
other charitable giving for the new 
animal shelter. His six-year effort 

raised more than $145,000 in cash, 
collected through private donations 
and a wide range of community 
‘events and programs like Bingo, 
bowling nights, and projects orga-

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Wayne County Department of Public Health To Distribute HI1NI1 Vaccine

The Wayne County Department of 
Public Health (W/CDPH) has received both 
the H1N1 nasal mist and the injectable vac- 
cine, according to a statement released last 
week. The nasal mist will not be distributed 
to the general public; it will be supplied only 
to emergency preparedness and health-care 
professionals. The H1N1 vaccine will be 
offered, free of charge, through the County's 
Redford, Taylor, and Wayne clinics (see 
sidebar, right), as well as at walk-in events 
scheduled on various Saturdays from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. at the following sites: 

e Hamtramck High School Community 
Center (11350 Charest) — October 24; 

e Hamtramck High School (11410 Char- 
est) — November 14; 

° Schoolcraft Community College (18600 
Haggerty Road, Livonia) - November 
14 and December 5; 

° Huron High School (32044 Huron 
River Drive, New Boston) — November 
21 and December 12; and 

—e~ Lincoln Park High School (1701 Cham- 
paign Road) — December 19 and Janu- 
ary 9, 2010. 

The H1NI1 vaccine, administered by 
injection, is recommended by the Center 
for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
for five targeted groups: 

° pregnant women; 

e persons who live with or provide care 
for children less than 6 months of age; 

¢ individuals 6 months to 24 years of age; 

e adults 25 to 64 years of age with under- 
lying medical conditions; and 

° essential personnel (policemen, firemen, 
etc.) and health-care workers. 

“Priority will be given to vaccinating 
the HIN] at-risk groups according to CDC 
guidelines,” said Loretta V. Davis, WCDPH 
Director/Health Officer, who explained that 
Wayne Countys vaccination plan is geared 
to providing the vaccine to targeted groups 
first to ensure there is an adequate supply. 

Davis added, “In addition to Wayne 
County offering the vaccine, distribution 
strategies to provide HIN] vaccinations to 
residents will include utilizing clinical com- 
munity partner agencies such as private 





physicians, health systems, and pharmacies; 
community-based health organizations like 
Federally qualified health centers, and sup- 
porting schools and school districts that 
identify a need to open school-based vacci- 
nation clinics.” 

In anticipation of receiving the H1N1 
flu vaccine, the WCDPH has been meet- 
ing weekly since July as part of an HIN1 
steering committee designed to develop, 
test, and solidify a strategic plan to admin- 
ister the vaccine to Wayne County residents 


_this fall and winter, The committee consists 


of public health and emergency manage- 
ment specialists who are working with com- 


munity partners to ensure that an effective - 


distribution plan is in place. 


“We are confident that ... our Public 


Health team is well prepared for the 2009- 


2010 H1N1 vaccination season,” stated 
Wayne County Executive Robert A. Ficano. 
“The County is prepared to roll out its vac- 
cination plan, and encourages individuals 
in the at-risk targeted H1N1 groups to re- 
ceive the shot as early as possible to protect 
themselves and their families.” 

In September, Wayne County public 
health clinics began offering the seasonal 
flu vaccine earlier than usual in preparation 
for arrival of the H1N1 vaccine. The depart- 
ment also held a community seasonal flu 
clinic in Ecorse on October 3 to serve as a 
practice drill for HIN1 mass vaccinations. 
About 200 residents received flu shots that 
day. To date, more than 2,500 residents have 
received the seasonal flu vaccine. 

- Medical experts advise that certain 


individuals should not/cannot get flu shots. | 


These include: 

e people allergic to eggs or the flu vaccine; 

e those who have had a serious reaction 
to flu vaccine in the past; 

e people who have previously developed 
Guillain-Barré syndrome within six 
weeks of getting a flu shot; and 

e those who have a fever. 

Meanwhile, Wayne County continues 
to stress preventive measures such as proper 
hand washing and proper cough and sneeze 
etiquette to prevent the spread of seasonal 


and H1N1 flu. County Executive Ficano 

also kicked off a “Wayne County Wash Your 

Hands” public awareness campaign in Sep- 

tember. “Wayne County Wash Your Hands” 

decals, outlining the proper way to wash 
one’s hands, have been distributed to 

Detroit-Wayne County Metropolitan Air- 

port and other County facilities, local 

schools, and more than 5,000 restaurants 
and businesses for placement in employee 
and public restrooms. Business establish- 
ments that are frequented by the public, 
but have not received a free decal, may get 

one by calling 734-727-7400. 

“We can’t stress enough the importance 
of disease prevention measures that every- 
one can follow when it comes to preventing 
the spread of flu-like viruses,” said Ficano. 

Citizens are urged to heed the follow- 
ing prevention guidelines. 

e Individuals with respiratory illness or 
flu-like symptoms such as cough, fever, 
fatigue, sore throat, chills, headaches, 
body aches, or diarrhea and vomiting 
should see their doctor. 

° Sick individuals should stay home from 
work or school to avoid spreading pos- 
sible infections. 

e Avoid contact with people who cough 
or appear ill, and cover your mouth or 
nose with a tissue when coughing or 
sneezing; dispose of the tissue in the 
trash following use. 

e Avoid touching eyes, nose, and mouth. 





Frequently wash hands with soap and 
water and/or an alcohol-based hand 
sanitizer (at least 60% alcohol) to pre- 
vent and lessen the spread of illness. 

¢ Practice “social distancing” by keeping 
a safe distance from others.

Housing Investment Fund Created 


The Michigan State Housing Devel- 
opment Authority (MSHDA) has an- 


nounced the creation of the Michigan AF 


fordable Housing Investment Fund, a new 
program that will allow MSHDA to encour- 
age local banks and other financiers to sup- 
port the development and preservation of 
affordable rental housing in the state 
through the end of 2010. 

Now through December 31, 2010, 
MSHDA may deposit up to $250,000 with 
any Michigan regulated financial institution 
making a new investment in Low Income 
Housing Tax Credits (LIHTC) related to a 
MSHDA-financed project. A participating 
bank investing in LIHTCs already receives 
an opportunity for a return on the LIHTC 
investment and potential Community Re- 
investment Act credit for the investments. 
This new program adds the prospect of re- 
ceiving MSHDA deposits as a result of the 
investment. 

The program is part of a broad effort 
by MSHDA to improve the state's rental 
housing stock, make housing costs more af- 
fordable, rebuild cities and create jobs. 

“Affordable housing and keeping and 
attracting jobs are major concerns to Ameri- 
cans across the nation,” said MSHDA exec- 
utive director Keith Molin. “Michigan is 
moving forward to help employers, devel- 
opers, lenders, and families plan strategies 
as we create more successful communities.” 

Under the terms of the Michigan 
Community Fund, participating banks can 
directly invest in a stand-alone MSHDA- 
financed development or in an LIHTC 
investment fund that is investing in 
MSHDA financed developments. An in- 
vestment in either the 4% or 9% LIHTC 
program will be eligible for MSHDA de- 
posits. The properties must be located 
within the state of Michigan. 


The plan requires all participating 
banks to be a financial institution: 

e fully licensed to conduct business in the 
state of Michigan; 

e holding any and all applicable certifica- 
tions of compliance with the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act, the Commu- 
nity Reinvestment Act, the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act, the Truth in Lending 
Act, and any other federal or state regu- 
lation related to the lawful operation of 
the financial institution; and 

e whose deposits are FDIC insured; and 

e whose minimum participation is 
$250,000. 

The MSHDA deposit: 

e shall be evidenced by a newly created 
investment account in the form of a 
Certificate of Deposit or similar instru- 
ment which shall provide for a market 
rate of return on the investment; 

e shall have a negotiable maturity date 
specified in the Certificate of Deposit 
or other document with no guarantee 
of renewal; and 

° shall be in an amount not to exceed the 
applicable FDIC insurance limit (pres- 
ently $250,000 per depositor); and 

e shall explicitly state that it is not, and 
shall under no circumstances be, con- 
sidered as collateral for any LIHTC or 
Authority related investment made by 
the Participating Bank. 

“While MSHDA is heavily engaged in 
and supports all efforts to invest in Michi- 
ean communities and housing, LIHTC in- 
vestments come with attendant financial, 
market, and operational risks,” Molin said. 
“Participating banks should invest with an 
understanding of these risks and the un- 
derstanding that MSHDA is not assuming 
or insuring against this risk as a part of any 
agreement related to a bank deposit.” O

1. Taking care of himself and friends at the expense of residents

The fact is, Pinnacle owns land in both Romulus and 
Huron Township. The project could have been located in Romulus, but 
was not. 

This seems like a bad break for Romulus, but at least the Mayor was 
able to profit. After Huron Township was selected for the project, the 
Mayor’s fiancée was given the security contract for the facility. A behind- 
closed-doors deal with Pinnacle for personal gain (or loot)?

The personal profit coming 
from these facilities is documented. Mr. Mayor, playing dumb will no 
longer suffice.

IKEA was not lost due to demographics. Visteon was not lost by the 
Oakley Administration. They were lost because a lack of professionalism 
in the Economic Development Team did not land those deals. 

Mayor Lambert is soft on the facts. In his recent “fact sheet,” the 
Mayor provides several reasons for business not locating in Romulus. 

He is unable to site new businesses that have located within the City, and 
conveniently fails to mention those that have left. 

The Mayor has been soft on development since taking office. His 
claim of the creation of nearly 3,000 new jobs is exaggerated, as many of 
these positions are in the airport (Wayne County jurisdiction) with minimal 
tax revenue coming to the City. The Mayor also fails to mention job losses 
in his “fact sheet.” The real fact is that the Mayor is going to run out of 
ways to shift taxpayer dollars.

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Get Benefit Verificatiou Before Winter Hits

It’s that time of year again — when 
people in many parts of the country feel a 
new chill in the air each morning, and put 
an extra quilt or blanket on the bed. 

It's also the time of year when many 
states offer energy assistance to people who 
have low income and resources. Under the 
energy assistance program, your state may 
help with the cost of heating your home 
during the winter. But to get it, in most 
cases, youll need to provide proof of your 
income. If you get Social Security or Supple- 
mental Security Income (SSI) benefits, you 
can get proof of the amount of your ben- 
efit quickly and easily by going online. Just 
visit www.socialsecurity. gov. 

There are a number of reasons you may 
need written verification of your benefit 
amount, besides energy assistance pro- 
grams. Perhaps you're ready to make a major 
purchase and youre trying to get a loan from 
a bank or financial institution. Or maybe 
youre applying for state benefits or moving 
into a new apartment or home. 

Whatever your reason, Social Security 
makes it easy for you to get the written veri- 


fication you need at www.socialsecurity. gov. 
Just look in the left column under “What 


_ you can do online,” expand the “If you get 
benefits” section, and select the “Request a 


Proof of Income letter” link. 
The letter can be used for any reason 


that someone requires proof of your income. 
In addition to offering proof of your in-

QUESTION #1 (top priority) 

My number one priority is the safe 
handling of our City’s assets. Auditors have 
identified “significant deficiencies” with 
regard to current cash handling policies and 
procedures. Upon my election, I would 
immediately take action to enact policies 
and procedures that will bring the Irea- 
surers Office in full compliance with the 
“Generally Accepted Accounting Principles” 
cited in the audit report. Such actions 
would include cross training of staff, and 
placing checks and balances in the entire 
cash handling/receipting/banking process. 

The safe handling of our City’s assets 
is important because it is essential that all 
accepted accounting practices and recom- 
mendations are fully instituted to ensure 
our money and assets are kept safe. 
QUESTION #2 (improving services) 

I believe that customer service needs 
significant improvement within the Trea- 
surers Office. I would like to bring access 
and availability of the Treasurers’ Office 
online, so residents can research and pay 
their taxes via the Internet. These changes 
would have very little impact on the budget. 


It would be my goal that either the Deputy -

At the time prescribed 
by law, the funds are then transferred to 
the individual taxing jurisdictions. Main- 
taining a proper flow of funds saves each 
entity from having to borrow funds against 
anticipated tax revenues. . 

QUESTION #4 (best person for the job) 

I bring a high level of enthusiasm and 
professionalism to the office. My door will 
always be open to listen to residents’ needs. 
I take the residents’ trust in me very seri- 
ously, and will work diligently to maintain 
that level of trust. I will work closely with 
the Administration and City Council to 
ensure that your interests are protected. | 
will remain an active participant in our 
community.
